The Solicitor General's 
prosecutor, Michel Robert, ob- 
jected to certain questioning 
during the hearings of the 
Keable Commission investiga- 
ting police operations in Qué- 
' bec. Commission member 
Michel Decary was asking 
Joseph Nowlan of the RCMP 
Security Services (SS) if there 
had been any other RCMP 
actions similar to operation 
"Ham". "Ham", executed in 
1973, involved the thefts of PQ 
membership lists.* 

Robert replied that the an- 
swer to Decary's question was 
contained in documents which 
are still restricted. These docu- 
ments are part of a report 
drafted by Nowlan at the 
RCMP's request. 

Thecommlssion asked for the 
report earlier but Solicitor Gen- 
eral Francis Fox, rather than 
transmit the entire report to 
Keable, prepared briefs on 
sundry illegal police activity. 
These briefs contain facts

cording to inspector Alcide 
Yelle, was to enlighten the 
RCMP as to sources of Parti 
Québécois funding, particularly 
funding from outside Canada. 
Yelle said the RCMP was acting 
on "pure suspicions" and no 
facts had backed this Intuition. 
Yelle concluded that no proof 
of the appearance of foreign 
monies in PQ coffers- had 
appeared until his departure 
from Section "G" of RCMP 
Security Services. When a Com- 
mission member asked which 
country the RCMP had In mind, 
Robert objected stating "Can- 
ada has relations with many 
countries, thus it isn't In the 
public interest that names be 
revealed." Keable upheld the 
objection. 

The Commission was told 
that the RCMP executed opera- 
tion "Ham" with permission 
from headquarters as stipula- 
ted by directives put forth in the 
fifties. These directives apply 
to all "Puma" type operations 
as well 'as "Vampire" oc 



"Illegal, reprehensible and un- 
authorized." 

■ Recently-surrendered docu- 
ments revealed to the Com- 
mission that operation "Ham" 
was part of operation "Puma". 
"Puma" is the code name given 
to clandestine expeditions un- 
dertaken by police forces in 
order to reproduce documents 
unavailable- through legal 
means. 

"Ham's" goals were to Inves- 
tigate terrorist and extremist 
Infiltration of the Parti Québé- 
cois as well as determining the 
extent of PQ penetration of the 
civil service. 

Another aim of "Ham", ac- 



surreptltious installation of mi- 
crophones. Direct permission 
from the Solicitor General is 
only required in "Cobra" opera- 
tions. "Cobra" involves tele- 
phone tapping. 

Nowlan added that the RCMP 
assigned him the task of 
mounting a dossier on opera- 
tion "Bricole". "Bricole" was 
the code name for the 1972 
Agence de Presse Libre (APLQ) 
break-In. Nowlan qualifies the 
behaviour of RCMP members 
during the break-In as "over- 
zealous" but wonders why 
DonaldCobb, who sanctioned 
the RCMP involvement, was 
promoted twice following his 
actions. - .

Throuahout the duration of 
the conflict, which was' even- 
tually solved by a student walk- 
out, thedirector general refused 
any discussions or interviews 
with student spokespersons 
aimed at "solving the issue" 
said Cloutier. 

The conflict originated when 
the administrative board deci- 
ded to renew the director's 
mandate by a slim margin of 
8-7. The vote was, according to 
Cloutier, very unbalanced be- 
cause non-academic directors 
who had not worked continually 
with Jobin had swung the votes 
In favourof thedirector, of whom 
they knew little about. 

Most of the students were 
content that the matter was 
settled quickly and did not drag 
them into a long and possibly 
bitter conflict with the adminis- 
tration. 

At one point during the 
conflict^s"Québec city radio 
station accused' the student 
spokespeopleof being manipu- 
lated by the professors. How- 
ever, according to Cloutier, 
these charges were "unwarran- 
ted and without any evidence," 
since the students remained 
independent of any control by 
professors.

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Dead or dying? Plan for the future ...

A number of studies made public Jn 
the last few years, demonstrates that 
Quebecers have a tendency to con- 
secrate far too much money for 
funerals. Quebecers stage opulent and 
eye-catching ceremonies for their dear- 
ly deceased aimed at dazzling relatives 
and Impressing neighbours. It costs 
25-40% more In Quebec than in the 
other provinces to dispose of our dead 
and Quebecers are Canada's biggest 
spenders on funerals. 

The Industry which sells "funeral 
pomp" is prosperous in Quebec and its 
entrepreneurs have perfected the astute 
art of exploiting bereavement to the hilt. 
But it Is nonetheless possible to frame 
death with simple ceremony and 
counter the crocodile tears of funeral 
entrepreneurs who bury their clients 
with bloated bills. It pays to know 
exactly what one wants and especially 
what one doesn't want. Though the 
wages of sin may be death, the cost of 
death needn't be a sin. 

Death and the Law 

Production of a death certificate is 
the first necessary step. Cases in which 
death results from lliness, the treating 
physician is normally responsible for 
drawing up the certificate. Any doctor 
can complete the document In cases of 
accidental death. Once the death certi- 
ficate Is drawn up, the family of the 
deceased maintains complete charge of 
the corpse. 

Quebecers are under no legal obli- 
gation to "expose" a deceased indi- 
vidual In a funeral home. Neither does 
the law oblige embalming. Thus, a 
funeral ceremony can be reduced to 
simplicity and sobriety — that is, 
depositing a body into a casket, 
delivering it to a cemetery and dis- 
posing of It by burial or by cremation. 

It is Important to realize that our 
funeral customs have come to fruition 
under the influence of religious tra- 
ditions and the ensuing social pres- 
sures. But the law contains no such 
obligations. Only the laws covering the 
protection of public health determines, 
to a certain extent, funeral practices. 

Embalming Is only manditory If a 
body is going to be exposed for a period 
of time exceeding 24 hours. The law 
also points out that embalming 
cannot be carried out until six hours 
elapse after the production of a death 
certificate. . Embalming Is also obli- 
gatory if the body will be exposed at a 
funeral home. The intervention of a 
funeral director Is not mandatory. 
Exposition and the funeral home 

The "next of kin" normally follow the 
subsequent scenario: contact is made 
with a specialized funeral home under 
the auspices of a funeral director who 
intervenes in order to counsel the 
bereaved family. If the family doesn't 
know exactly what it wants,, it will be 
easy for the director to Influence the 
mourners to make the most expensive 
decisions. It is therefore preferable If 
some member of the family takes the 
Initiative to make the decisions obliging 
the funeral director to realize that 
his/her role will be a minor one. 

The general rule, for the majority of 
funeral homes, is that the major 
expenses revolve around the purchase 
of a casket. Directors assume that the 
bereaved will opt for the traditional 
ceremony and are invariably unwilling 
.to discuss less lavish alternatives.' 



Usually, a package of funeral services 
totals between $600 to $1200 but it is 
always possible to "negotiate". The 
majority of funeral homes sell funeral 
arrangements starting from $100 which 
Include the casket, embalming and 
transportation to the cemetery. But 
airectors generally persuade the be- 
reaved that "more and better can be 
done". Today, the vast number of 
funeral costs between $800 and $1400 in 
Quebec. And the choice of an ultra- 
deluxe casket can easily inflate the 
price to $2000. Thick oak caskets with 
bronze or silver accessories, built-in 
lighting, sheets and mattresses are as 
expensive as they are useless. But in 
Quebec souped-up mattresses are as 
expensive as they are useless. But In 
Quebec souped-up coffins are in 
demand. 

Whether a body is burled or cre- 
mated, funeral home costs are the same 
and the director will Insist on the choice 
of an expensive casket even if It will be 
burned 48 hours later. 

At the church 
Since religion still survives in Que- 
bec, the deceased will likely be sub- 
jected to a religious ceremony. Though 
the costs for religious services are not 
uniform across the province, the price 
is fixed at $100 in Montreal. This 
includes one priest, four chorists and 
an organist. Eliminating the chorists 
Ives a $40 reduction. 

Burial or cremation? 
In Quebec, over 80% of the 40,000 
officially registered annual deaths are 
capped by a ride to the cemetery and 
the traditional burial. But cremation has 
increasingly become the way to go in 
the past few years. 

Burial 

When opting for the traditional burial, 
one must make the necessary ar- 
rangements so that the corpse can be 
buried In a plot at the parish cemetery. 
If the bereaved family doesn't already 
own a plot, It must purchase one. Costs 
vary throughout the province. But 
generally, plots are sold in chunks of 
30, 60 or 90 square feet. The latter are 
considered "family plots". Buyers have 
property rights for either 99 years or 
until the Judgement Day. Large ceme- 
teries In urban areas Include main- 
tenance with the cost of plots. 

As of August 1977, one sq. ft. of land 
costs $12.50 at Montreal's Notre-Dame- 
des-Nelges cemetery. Corner plots cost 
$1 more per sq. ft. A 30 sq. ft.-2-casket 
plot costs $480 and a 60 sq. ft.-4-casket 
plot $960 while a famliy-6-casket plot 
goes for $1400. 

Cemetery directors must be advised 
at least 24 hours before, burial In order 
that a grave be dug. Digging costs vary 
in Quebec but, at Notre-Dame-des- 
Neiges, a child's casket requires a $35 
grave while an adult's calls for a $145 
grave. Some cemeteries offer "tempo- 
rary" graves for 10 years at $169, with 
the possibility for a 5-year renewal 
($62). 

Cremation - 

Cremation (burning a corpse to 
ashes) has been popular with many 
cultures for over 2000 years. Until 
recently, the Catholic Church outlawed 
Incineration as a method of disposing 
of cadavers, but during the last few 
years cremation has been sanctioned by 
the Vatican. 

Bodies fated for cremation must be 
placed In i *a non-sealed container In

order to allow for complete and easy 
combustion. Bodies do not have to be 
placed in a casket; any wooden 
receptacle is acceptable. The cemetery 
director must receive the authorization 
of the district coroner before the cre- 
mation can take place. 

Cremations are carried out In special 
buildings commonly known as Crema- 
toria. Relatives and friends can stage a 
brief and Intimate farewell ceremony In 
honour of the deceased, in the Crema- 
torium. Later, after all relatives have 
departed, the body is incinerated. The 
ashes are deposited In a metal urn. 
According to law, ashes must be 
burled In a cemetery or conserved In an 
urn within' the cemetery which are 
"equipped with crypts called Colombaria 
for the preservation of urns. Ashes can 
be scattered or placed elsewhere, 
provided that the deceased, before 
death, expressed such a wish. 

There are about 20 locations in 
Quebec where Incinerations can be 
performed, at a cost of between $75 and 
$125, not including the burial of ashes 
which costs about $35. 

Notre-Dame-des-Neiges sells 8 sq. ft. 
plots designed especially for ashes, for 
$185 including the Installation of an 
Inscription and maintenance. 

In addition to a will, one should leave 
instructions indicating precisely how 
one wants one's body disposed of — 
regarding exposition In a funeral 
home, religious service, traditional 
burial or cremation, burial or dispersal 
of ashes. 

Gifts to science . 
|n addition to these, It is possible to 
register one's intent to donate one's 
body to certain organizations active In 
scientific research. To this end, one 
should get In tough with the Ministry of

The industry which sells "funeral 
pomp" is prosperous in Quebec and its 
entrepreneurs have perfected the astute 
art of exploiting bereavement to the hilt. 
But It is nonetheless possible to frame 
death with simple ceremony and 
counter the crocodile tears of funeral 
entrepreneurs who bury their clients 
with bloated bills. It pays to know 
exactly what one wants and especially 
what one doesn't want. Though the 
wages of sin may be death, the cost of 
death needn't be a sin. 

Death and the Law 

Production of a death certificate is 
the first necessary step. Cases in which 
death results from ilmess, the treating 
physician Is normally responsible for 
drawing up the certificate. Any doctor 
can complete the document in cases of 
accidental death. Once the death certi- 
ficate is drawn up, the family of the 
deceased maintains complete charge of 
the corpse. 

Quebecers are under no legal obli- 
gation to "expose" a deceased indi- 
vidual in a funeral home. Neither does 
the law oblige embalming. Thus, a 
tuneral ceremony can be reduced to 
simplicity and sobriety — that Is, 
depositing a body into a casket, 
delivering it to a cemetery and dis- 
posing of It by burial or by cremation. 

It is important to realize that our 
funeral customs have come to fruition 
under the influence of religious tra- 
ditions and the ensuing social pres- 
sures. But the law contains no such 
obligations. Only the laws covering the 
protection of public health determines, 
to a certain extent, funeral practices. 

Embalming Is only manditory If a 
body Is going to be exposed fora period 
of time exceeding 24 hours. The law 
also points out that embalming 
cannot be carried out until six hours 
elapse after the production of a death 
certificate. Embalming is also obli- 
gatory if the body will be exposed at a 
funeral home. The intervention of a 
funeral director Is not mandatory. 
Exposition and the funeral home 

The "next of kin" normally follow the 
subsequent scenario: contact is made 
with a specialized funeral home under 
the auspices of a funeral director who 
intervenes in order to counsel the 
bereaved family. If the family doesn't 
know exactly what It wants, it will be 
easy for the director to influence the 
mourners to make the most expensive 
decisions. It Is therefore preferable if 
some member of the family takes the 
initiative to make the decisions obliging 
the funeral director to realize that 
his/her role will be a minor one. 

The general rule, for the majority of 
funeral homes, is that the major 
expenses revolve around the purchase 
of a casket. Directors assume that the 
bereaved will opt for the traditional 
ceremony and are invariably unwilling 
.to discuss less lavish alternatives.' 



Usually, a package of funeral services 
totals between $600 to $1200 but it is 
always possible to "negotiate". The 
majority of funeral homes sell funeral 
arrangements starting from $100 which 
Include the casket, embalming and 
transportation to the cemetery. But 
directors generally persuade the be- 
reaved that "more and better can be 
done". Today, the vast number of 
funeral costs between $800 and $1400 In 
Quebec. And the choice of an ultra- 
deluxe casket can easily inflate the 
price to $2000. Thick oak caskets with 
bronze or silver accessories, built-in 
lighting, sheets and mattresses are as 
expensive as they are useless. But in 
Quebec souped-up mattresses are as 
expensive as they are useless. But In 
Quebec souped-up coffins are in 
demand. 

Whether a body is buried or cre- 
mated, funeral home costs are the same 
and the director will insist on the choice 
of an expensive casket even if It will be 
burned 48 hours later. 

At the church 

Since religion still survives in Que- 
bec, the deceased will likely be sub- 
jected to a religious ceremony. Though 
the costs for religious services are not 
uniform across the province, the price 
is fixed at $100 in Montreal. This 
Includes one priest, four chorists and 
an organist. Eliminating the chorists 
involves a $40 reduction. 

Burial or cremation? 

In Quebec, over 80% of the 40,000 
officially registered annual deaths are 
capped by a ride to the cemetery and 
the traditional burial. But cremation has 
increasingly become the way to go In 
the past few years. 

Burial 

When opting for the traditional burial, 
one must make the necessary ar- 
rangements so that the corpse can be 
burled In a plot at the parish cemetery. 
If the bereaved family doesn't already 
own a plot, it must purchase one. Costs 
vary throughout the province. But 
generally, plots are sold in chunks of 
30, 60 or 90 square feet. The latter are 
considered "family plots". Buyers have 
property rights for either 99 years or 
until the Judgement Day. Large ceme- 
teries In urban areas include main- 
tenance with the cost of plots. 

As of August 1977, one sq. ft. of land 
costs $12.50 at Montreal's Notre-Dame- 
des-Neiges cemetery. Corner plots cost 
$1 more per sq. ft. A 30 sq. ft.-2-casket 
plot costs $480 and a 60 sq. f t.-4-casket 
plot $960 while a famlly-6-casket plot 
goes for $1400. 

Cemetery directors must be advised 
at least 24 hours before, burial In order 
that a grave be dug. Digging costs vary 
in Quebec but, at Notre-Dame-des- 
Neiges, a child's casket requires a $35 
grave while an adult's calls for a $145 
grave. Some cemeteries offer "tempo- 
rary" graves for 10 years at $169, with 
the possibility for a 5-year renewal 
($62). 

Cremation 

Cremation (burning a corpse to 
ashes) has been popular with many 
cultures for over 2000 years. Until 
recently, the Catholic Church outlawed 
Incineration as a method of disposing 
of cadavers, but during the last few 
years cremation has been sanctioned by 
the Vatican. 

Bodies fated for cremation must be 
placed in a non-sealed container In

order to allow for complete and easy 
combustion. Bodies do not have to be 
placed in a casket; any wooden 
receptacle is acceptable. The cemetery 
director must receive the authorization 
of the district coroner before the cre- 
mation can take place. 

Cremations are carried out in special 
buildings commonly known as Crema- 
toria. Relatives and friends can stage a 
brief and Intimate farewell ceremony in 
honour of the deceased In the Crema- 
torium. Later, after all relatives have 
departed, the body is incinerated. The 
ashes are deposited in a metal urn. 
According to law, ashes must be 
buried in a cemetery or conserved in an 
urn within the cemetery which are 
equipped with crypts called Colombarla 
for the preservation of urns. Ashes can 
be scattered or placed elsewhere, 
provided that the deceased, before 
death, expressed such a wish. 

There are about 20 locations In 
Quebec where incinerations can be 
performed, at a cost of between $75 and 
$125, not Including the burial of ashes 
which costs about $35. 

Notre-Dame-des-Neiges sells 8 sq. ft. 
plots designed especially for ashes, for 
$185 including the installation of an 
inscription and maintenance. 

In addition to a will, one should leave 
instructions indicating precisely how 
one wants one's body disposed of — 
regarding exposition in a funeral 
home, religious service, traditional 
burial or cremation, burial or dispersal 
of ashes. 

Gifts to science 
In addition to these, it is possible to 
register one's Intent to donate one's 
body to certain organizations active In 
scientific research. To this end, one 
should get In tough with the Ministry of 



Social Affairs, Palais de Justice, 1 
Notre Dame Street East in Montreal. Dr. 
Jeanne d'Arc Thibault, responsible for 
this service, mails out donor cards on 
demand with respect to the donation of 
the various organs such as eyes, the 
heart, kidneys, etc.

To the Dally: 

Some fourteen months after 
the election of the PQ govern- 
ment, Levesque's visit to Mc- 
Gill was very appropriate and 
his comments regarding the 
anglophone Québécois perti- 
nent. It was reassuring to see 
an English audience willing to 
listen to the Premier with 
respect, even though many may 
disagree with him on certain 
issues. 

The victory of the Parti 
Québécois In November 1976 
was, understandably, a shock 
for the English Québécois 
community. It raised fears 
among the anglophone Québé- 
cois about their future in terms 
of education, of job opportuni- 
ties, and potential discrimina- 
tion from francophones. As far 
as the English school system is 
concerned, one only has to 
look at Bill 101 in order to see 
that there is no danger for Its 
survival, and that its integrity 
will always be fully protected. 

As for the job opportunities, 
anyone who is realistic will 
admit that a certain knowledge 
of French is necessary in order 
to function normally in Que- 
bec: to deny it would be 
foolish. That is not to say that 
English will not be allowed to 
be spoken in the streets, at 
home, or anywhere else, but 
simply that French will be the 
language used when one has to 
communicate or to work with 
francophones. This also does 
not mean that the franco- 
phones will isolate themselves 
and refuse to learn English or 
any other language, but rather 
that they will be able to speak 
their own language anytime 
and anywhere in the territory in 
which they constitute the ma- 
jority. No one could dispute the 
legitimacy of the demands of 
the francophones in Quebec. 

Of course, it must be recog- 
nized that for some anglo- 
phones the transition could be 
difficult and the learning of a 
sufficient or functional level of 
French may appear Insurmoun- 
table, however the exercise 
could even be enjoyable and 
open the doors to many inter- 
esting aspects of the French 
culture in Quebec such as 
music, literature, theater, and 
so on. 

As for the potential discrim- 
ination from francophones, it 
should be noted that since the 
victory of the PQ cases of 
discrimination have not been 
that numerous, or at least no 
significant increase has been 
noted. In the event that a 
serious case of discrimination 
occurs, which is possible in 
any society and under any 
government, measures will be 
taken by the government to 
rectify the situation as soon as 



possible. But so far, It seems 
as if the reaction of the 
francophones is very positive 
toward any anglophone willing 
to make the effort to speak 
French. 

In effect, as Levesque said in 
his speech, the sky has not 
fallen yet on anyone's head and 
it is not likely to do so. The 
students' reaction to Leves- 
que's speech was, contrary to 
the image created by many of 
the members of the media, very 
positive and indicated a new 
turn in the anglophone stu- 
dents' attitude towards Quebec 
society, leading eventually to a 
better comprehension of its 
intrinsic nature.

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The sad story of 
one Joe Gilliam 

While skimming through the back pages of the Montreal 
Star's sports section last week, I came across an Interesting 
item in Sports Shorts. 

You all know Sports Shorts. Those are the stories which 
the editor has deemed not Important enough to have a 
complete article of their own. 

Fascinating points of reference such as the leading scorer 
in the Cowansville semi-pro hockey league or perhaps the 
free agent status of Pepe Frlas, fill S.S-. with a cavalcade of 
trivial Information. We're only kidding though, Expo fans. 
Calm down. Pepe will be in a Montreal uniform this coming 
year. It's only an example. 

The segment I am referring to Is this. Item : Joe Gilliam the 
former quarterback of the Pittsburgh Steelers and later the 
New Orleans Saints was arrested today on a charge of armed 
robbery. He allegedly stole twenty-some odd dollars from a 
sixteen-year-old boy. Gilliam was armed with a loaded 
sawed-off shotgun. 

Joe, say it ain't so. It hasn't come down to this has it? I 
guess It has. 

Remember when that middle-aged businessman in "The 
Graduate" was giving advice to Dustln Hoffman, Informing 
him that he had a really bright future ahead of him?

Everyone wanted Gilliam to make It; some because of the 
color of his skin. Others felt that his ability could eventually 



lead him into the ranks of football Immortality. Besides he 
was a really good kid. 

Even Howard Cosell took a fancy to Joe's talent and charm 
and nicknamed him "Jefferson Street" Joe Gilliam on ABC's 
popular Monday night football telecasts. 

Gilliam was a celebrity. 

He also stood a very good chance of taking over the 
number one quarterback job on the Steelers over such 
established white stars as Terry Bradshaw and Terry 
Hanratty. 

Suddenly, as quickly as fame was thrust upon him, it was 
taken away. It was reported that Gilliam was a heroin addict. 

Just as quickly as his addiction was publicized, his talents 
seemed to drift away.

Last weekend, McGIII men 
competed In the Carleton Invi- 
tational Fencing Tournament in 
Ottawa against a strong Inter- 
collegiate field.
